HAMBURG IN A STATE OF SIEGE. 


The City Filled with a Howling Mob of 


Indians and Cowboys Who Are Spoiling 
for a Figbt—More Mancenvrec of the 
Erltiih Navy—Timothy Bealy'l Speech 
at a League Meeting—Other Foreign 
Motes of Interest, 
HAMBURO, Aug. 27.—Excitement over 


the fierce row between Buffalo Bill and 
Dr. Carver is intense. People are afraid 
to come out of doors after dark. The 
place is in a state ot siege. The members 
of each troupe have openly declared their 
intention of fighting for their masters if 
the quarrel ends in & general fight. 
There can be no doubt but that it ia only 
through the efforts of the civic authori- 
ties that bloodshed up to the present has 
been avoided. Dr. Carver has been fol- 
lowing Col. Cody all through the latter's 
tonr of the cities of the Continent and his 
performances have been better patronized 
than Bill's. 


Got Ahead of Buffalo Bill. 


Carver Btole a march on his rival and 


arrived in Hamburg three days ahead. 
When Cody got here he found he was 
obliged to pitch his tent a few feet from 
Carver's show. 
Carver made arrange- 


ment* for an exclusive supply of electric 
light and left Cody in the dark. Then 
members of both camps took up the mat- 
ter, and it was through the strenuous ef- 
fort* of the police officers that a fearful 
flght was prevented. Hamburg is filled 
with a howling mob of Indians and cow- 
boys who are wait ing for a chance to scalp 
each other. The town is covered with the 
posters of both parties. As soon as Cody's 
bills are pasted up Carver's assistants 
come around and tear them off and put 
their own in place. 


In Need of Money. 


It is an open secret that while Carver 


did an enormous business in Berlin and 
Vienna Cody fell fiat. Sunday Cody and 
Carver opened at the same time. Carver 
gave two shows and hud 80,000 visitors, 
while Cody only gave one, which was at- 
tended by 7,000 persons. It is rumored 
that the syndicate whirch brought Buffalo 
Bill to Europe this year has left him, so 
that he is handicapped for wantof money. 
Both leaders have announced an indefinite 
§tay at Hamburg, which is filled with vis- 
itors who are afraid that serious trouble 
may break out at any moment. Ko act- 
ual ea^es of assault are reported, but 
threats of death are freely used.

The Fleet Now at Sea in Ghana of Su ppo- 


Kltitions Merchantmen. 


LONDON, Aug. a . —Sir Michael Culme- 


Seymour, 
admiral, having apparently 


demonstrated to his own satisfaction in 
the naval marireuvres just closed that ha 
could, with his portion of the fleet, break 
the lines of the defending squadrons un- 
der Admiral Sir George Tryon, has put to 
sea for the purpose, it is believed, of de- 
termining how long it would tak? his sup- 
posed foreign fleet to overhaul and disabla 
the 
pricipal English merchant liners 


while the home fleet were recovering from 
the effects of their engagement with thu 
enemy. 


Want to Avoid the Torpedo Boats. 
These manoeuvres differed slightly from 


preceding events of tha kind, in that they 
were largely devoted to ascertaining how 
far away from a coast the leviathans of 
modern naval construction can prudently 
conduct hostilities in reasonable security 
from the torpedo boats with which nearly 
all the continental maritime powers are 
efficiently supplied. 


The Open Sea Preferred for a Fight. 
In other v.-ords, England would prefer 


to draw her enemy out as far as possible 
to the open sea, having confidence in her 
ability to win a victory apart from the 
lurking dangers on an enemy's coast— 
dangers to which the slow-moving, coal- 
oonsumiug monsters of the fleet are espec- 
ially liable. These manoeuvres are con- 
sidered much more practical and sensible 
than the sham attacks on the coast towns 
of Great iiritain and Ireland, which, while 
theatrically attractive, were of but slight 
instruction to the sailors, and were at- 
tended by a series of b'nnders. 


Proscription for Faying Rent Advocated. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 27.—Speaking at a league 


meeting Tuesday 
Timothy Healy, refer- 


ring to the potato blight in Ireland, said 
that nothing stood between the people 
and starvation during the coining winter. 
Th» sufferers might not legally withhold 
rent*, but the man who paid rant and left 
his family to starve was little better than 
an assassin. If it was found necessary to 
appeal to the Irish in America and Aus- 
tralia the aswistauce thus obtained ought 
not to be shared by any man who had 
paid rent during the preceding twelve 
months. 


Nearly Cremated in a Well. 


PARIS, Tex., Aug. 27.—Charles Gooding, 


who lives in Indian territory, thirty miles 
from this city, employed Michael Du- 
huney to dig a well. Last Saturday Du- 
hsney had reached a depth of sixty feet. 
Bc-came out for his dinner, and on his 
return had been lowered about twenty 
feet, when he screamed to his assistants to 
haul him out quick, as he was burning 
up. He was taken out in an unconscious 
condition; and then flHinas burst out. The 
poor fellow was badly burned. 
It is 


thought he opened a vein of natural gas. 


Terrible Conflagration In Hungary. 


PB8TH, Aug. ST.—The fire at Tokay be- 


gan during the night, and its spread was 
accelerated by a heavy gale ot wind. All 
the public buildings as well as nearly all 
the private dwellings were destroyed. 
The homeless inhabitants are camping in 
the fields, tents being furnished fiom the 
nearest military .stations. The flames are 
•till raging. Kabu, Haezfeld, and other 
Tillages near Tmesvar are also in flames.

DIED TO SAVE OTHERS. 


A Divinity Student Drowned in tne St. 


Louis River. 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wie., Aug. 27.—A. M. 


Gordon, a divinity student from Bellaire, 
Ohio, has beeu conducting a series of re- 
vival meetings on an excursion steamer in 
the St. Louis river. Tuesday evening as 
he was standing near the vessel's rail he 
noticed three boys who had got beyond 
their depth while in bathing and who 
were in danger of buing drowned. With- 
out hesitating Gordon jumped into the 
water and reached the youngsters just as 
one was sinking. He rescued him and 
then turned bis attention to the other 
two. 
With great effort he kept them 


afloat until assistance from shore arrived. 
As the boys were lifted into a boat Gor- 
don, exhausted by his efforts and weighted 
by his clothes, sank to rise no more. And 
thus he died while saving others. 


A Shortage in the Hop Crop. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 27.—The New 


England Homes ead carefully prepared a 
report of the hop crop of the country. It 
shows that there is a considerable short- 
age, particularly in New York state. The 
average yield of all the growing territory 
will fall nearly 20 per cent, under a full 
crop. In New York state only three quar- 
ters of an average crop will be harvested. 
Massachusetts, which grows lew hops, 
will have 75 per cent of a full crop; Maine 
90 per cent.; Vermont a full crop; Wt* 
consin 80 and California 90. Prices have 
reached 40 cents a pound in New York 
and 27X cents in California. The prices 
offered in these two states govern the sales 
in other statea While the crop is short 
the quality is better than usual. 


Held Up the Wrong Stage. 


DALLAS, Colo., Aug. 27.—The stage run- 


ning between here aud Telluride was held 
up Tuesday near Haskell by road agenta. 
The robbers numbered only two, both 
young men and 
masked. 
They were 


armed with four revolvers and a Win- 
chester rifle. There in no doubt their ob- 
ject waa to secure the retort* from the 
King gold mine, eleven of whi oh were 
sent ont Monday morning, but by a dif- 
ferent route. The value of the retorts was 
over (80,000. As it was they took the mall 
pouch, containing valuable registered let- 
ters. A posse has been organized and ia 
now In pursuit.

A Coal Mine Flooded.

branch, was flooded with water. One 
man is known to have been drowned in 
the mine, and others are yet missing. 
Several mules were drowned, and the 
mine property waa greatly damaged 
Property along the Se-rlckley valley wa* 
almost totally destroyed and the los* will 
bohaavy.

Powderly did not take 
hold until too late to be of service. When 
asked why Enlghta ot Labor strlkas 
failed all over the country, he said: "If 
you want me to tell you what IB the rea- 
son that the knights are a back number, 
why, 
here It is: Did you ever hear of an 


officer in an organization trying to bleed 
the members for all there was in lit Yes. 
Perhaps you have. 


Offered a Bribe of •1OO.OOO. 


Let me tell you something. Do you re- 


member the great Southwestern strikef 
Well, I was right in the midst of that 
quarrel. The stocks of the railroad fell 
right out of sight. While this strife was 
on I was approached by a Wall street man 
and offered $100,000 in cold cash to tell in 
advance when the strike was to be settled. 
I told the broker I was not In it that way. 
I refused that 1100,000, but as a member 
of the board I laid the proposition before, 
the others. Of course they rejected it 
with 
scorn; but 
twenty-four 
hours 


later Mr. Powderly was in New York ne- 
gotiating with the very broker whom I 
slighted. One day later the strike was 
declared off." 


An Unmitigated Liar.

Powderly relative 
to

charges made by Barry. In it Mr. Pow- 
derly says: "Mr. Barry is an unmitigated 
liar. Mr. Barry was himself discharged 
from the order because he was crookeQpn 
money transactions and because he mis- 
appropriated funds. It is a proof suffi- 
cient as to the falsity of his assertions 
when it is well known that I was not In 
the southwest during the strike in 1888. 
1 do not believe he even had an offer of 
1100,000. 
Men like Barry usually are 


willing to accept money offers and are 
usually purchased at their price—a drink 
of whisky." 


STRIKES AT CHICAGO. 


Situation at the Stock Yards and on the 


Chicugo and AltoD. 


CHICAGO, Auir. 27.—The blockade at the 


stock yards, unused first by the strike of 
the engineers aud firemen of the Switch- 
ing association, and subsequently by 
the strike of the switchmen, was almost 
raised Wednesday morning. 
About a 


dozen engines, manned by officials of the 
different roads, were shifting the dead 
trains eo that ice cars could be reached. 
There were not so mauy policemen about 
the yards ss on Tuesday, and the forty or 
fifty strikars who congregated in the 
neighborhood of the yardmaster's office 
made no demonstration. It is now be- 
lieved that the strike will be over and 
the men at work before very long. The 
packers, it is said, will not allow the dis- 
solution of the Switching association, and 
aa the strikers have signified a willing- 
nets to return to work at their old wages 
it is believed that some sort of a compro- 
mise will be arrived at Thursday. 


The Chicago and Alton Strike. 


The situation in the strike of the Chi 


cago and Alton switchmen remains prac- 
tically unchanged. The flremen and en- 
gineers decide.1 Wednesday morning not 
to go out in support of the switchmen, as 
It had been intimated they might do. The 
company has been advertising for switch- 
men and has secured quite a force of men, 
which it will try to put to work. General 
Manager Chappejl went out Into the 
yards himself Wednesday morning and 
threw switches and coupled and uncoupled 
trains with sll the dexterity of an old 
timer, to show his determination to win 
the flght at all hazards. 


Averted a Itlf Strike. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27.—A big strike 


on the Southern Pacific was 
avoided 


Tuesday by the railroad making ctmces 
sions to the grievance committee of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. 
The 


committee submitted demands from di- 
vision lodges in every city through which 
the Southern Pacific system runs, the 
general effect of which will be to advance 
the pay ot braketnen 110 and conductors 
125 per month. The company fought the 
advance as long as able, but the men were 
well organized and had sent orders east 
to prevent railroad hands from coming to 
the coast, and to avoid a disastrous strike 
the demands were granted. 


Tried to Lynch an Ex-Striker. 


NKW YOBK, Aug. 27.—The World's 


Troy special 
says: 
John Mellus, a 


striker on the Central, who returned to 
work a few days since fired three shots 
from his train into a crowd of striken at 
the Madison Street station Tuesday. None 
of the shots took effect. He was arrested, 
and while on the way to jail a crowd 
tried to take him from the police to lynch 
him. The police kept the crowd back 
with difficulty.

JUMPS FROM A FAST TRAIN,

The Old Gentleman Instantly Killed 
and the Girl Seriously Injured—Fatal 
Explosion nf a Locomotive Roller In 
Ohio—An Open Switch Causes a Disas- 
ter—A Wreck In Kansas. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 87.—Among the 


passengers on an early express train from 
this city for New York Wednesday morn- 
Ing was a well-dressed old man who was 
accompanied by a llftle girl. Nothing 
unusual in the actions of the old gentle- 
man or the little girl attracted the atten- 
tion of the other passengers until just be- 
fore the train reached Holmeaburg Junc- 
tion, a way station about ten mile* from 
this city. 


Jumped Off the Train. 


At this point the old gentleman said 


something to his young companion, and, 
arising from his seat, went forward and, 
opening the door, stepped out on the 
platform, and, although the train was 
running at a high rate of speed, he 
jumped off. The little girl, who hod 
been watching him, «• v him jump, and 
before the passenger^ realized what she 
Intended to do, she had run to the front 
of the car and sprang after him. The 
train was stopped and backed to the spot 
where the two had jumped off. The old 
man .waa found lying beside the track 
dead, and the little girl was stretched In- 
sensible a short distance from his body. 


The Child May Die. 


The body of the man and the insensible 


form of the little girl were placed upon a 
train and brought to this city, and both 
were taken to a hospital. An examina- 
tion of the injuries o.' the child revealed 
that she was seriously hurt and may die. 
When she recovered consciousness she 
said that the old gentleman was her 
father, and that hlx name was Stephen 
Beck, and that her'» was Leian Beck, 
and that they lived In St. Clalr county, 
Ills., and were bound for Hamburg, Ger- 
many. On the body of Mr. Beck was 
found two checks on a St. Louis bank for 
12,000 marks and $95 in money.

Frightful Disaster on the Nypano Road

THE CORN DEALER. 


When our republican friends make th 


statement that the profits of agriculture! 
England were largely taken away by free 
trade, and accompany this statement with 
citation of exceptional Instances, they are 
not presenting te our farmers a line of arga 
ment that will damn the cause of protec- 
tlon? Tbe conditions that have been se 
out in th» case as presented by Sout 
Water are not the ones that surround ou 
farmers. It is stated that England was 
unable to produce enough wheat to aupp! 
its own demand. While that was the cas 
U was possible for the English fanner.tc 
temporarily get more than a fair price fo 
his own wheat by having a duty Impose* 
on importations. 


It should be remembered that the fanners 


in this country are differently situated 
They produce more than will satisfy th 
demands of 
home 
consumption. Ou 


farmers are as deeply Interested In facii 
tating exportatiens as the English farmers 
conceived themselves to be in obstructin 
Importations. The English farmer wantec 
to keep others out of his market; our fanner 
wants to break into other people's markets 


And will you please note the simllarit 


between the ancient case of the Bnglis 
farmer aad the present case of our manu 
facturer. Some of our fellows who claim 
protection are admittedly unable to suppl 
the demand. Other manufacturers -ar 
fully able to supply the demand, but the 
meet in consultation once or twice a year 
and make an arrangement by which the 
effect an artificial scarcity of supply. Th 
factories shnt down for four or six month 
in the year. This is a matter of such com 
mon and regular occurrence that it now 
excites no comment. 


In this way our manufacturers kee 


within the demand. By manipulation the 
secure the position that fell naturally to th 
old English fanner. There is no sue 
thing as competition among them. The 
charge for their wares whatever the tariff 
will allow them. We know there are sera 
exceptions to this; and such was often th 
case under the old com laws. 


Now The Rep says that those who had 


monopoly m England's markets were mad 
to come down from their high prices by thi 
Introduction of free trade. As a matter o 
fact it was only the exceptional and op 
presslve prices that had to go. The situs, 
tlon In England produced a class known 
then as corn dealers. Those fellows some- 
times got control of the crops, held a litti 
consultation among themselves and put th 
price of wheat just as high as tbe duty 
would allow them. They came to be th 
most heartily hated men hi England. Com 
pared with them, the tax gatherer was a 
jolly good fellow and a desirable compan 
Ion. The man who raised the crop go 
none of tbe benefit of this rascality. So 
far in the world's history he never has. 


This ancient com dealer has a lineal de- 


scendant on this side of the water; and our 
fellow is a chip off the old block. Ou 
specimen forms a trust that both regulates 
the supply and the price; not of corn, bu 
of mannfactared goods. He is the enemy 
of oar farmer, the leech that hangs to him in 
the name of patriotism. Our farmer Is as 
much Interested in getting rid of tbe laws 
that make this trust demon possible as 
were the workingmen of England In abol- 
ishing the Isws that made the com dealer. 


If free trade was a good Jthing for the 


victims of tbe monopoly market in Eng- 
land, would it not be a good thing for the 
victims here? In our case the victims are 
the fanners. The conditions that surround 
us make it necessary for our farmer to go 
into tbe world's markets. He has always 
been doing this. Ton say the over-pro- 
ducers called for free trade In England and 
that it did them good. Then let the over- 
producers do the same thing here. You 
ssy that free trade cut down monopoly's 
prices le England; it is just something of 
that kind oar fanners want to do. 


WHAT WAS SAID. 


The people on South Water flatter them- 


selves that the tariff reformers are trying to 
"let fo" of tbe English market in the dis- 
cussion of the condition that now confronts 
the American people. Word comes to us 
that "the hottest thing the tariff reformers 
have yet picked np as a vote-getter is the 
statement that free trade has given the 
fanners of England the best market In the 
world."

Frank Williams was doing his uaual 


work about the bam yesterday morning
